Detroit, Mich. August 2.—General 
Russell A. Alger received a magnificent 
welcome from the people of his own city 
and state today. From 4 o'clock, when 
the welcoming committee of 400 met his 
private car upon its arrival at Toledo, 
until] 9 o’clock, when the general ceased 
grasping outstretched hands, he had an 
ovation. Smiles and tears repeatedly 
struggled for the mastery over the secre- 
tary’s ‘bronzed countenance as he gazed 
into the eager faces of the multitudes who 
loudly and convincingly insisted that “Al- 
ger’s all right!” and no dissonant voice 
was heard. 

Headed by about 300 bicyclists, over 1,000 
marchers, including militia, veterans of 
the civil and Spanish wars and scores of 
marchers in secret society uniforms ¢s- 
corted General Alger from the station to 
the reviewing stand. 

Mayor Maybury welcomed the ex-secre- 
tary in a speech warm in praise and 
neighborly greeting. 

Governor Pingree in a speech in behalf 
of the state made some pointed references 
to incidents in Alger’s home-coming and 
fired some characteristic shotea at the 
newspapers. 

The governor said that Alger’s best 
Service for his country was in his efi- 
clent management of the war depart- 
ment. Said he: 

“The facts which led you to sub- 
mit your resignation to the presi- 
dent are well known. The treatment 
which you have received has justly 
aroused the resentment of fair mind- 
ed Americans. The people of Michi- 
gan look upon the manner in which 
your withdrawal from the cabinet 
was forced as an insult to the state. 
They are here today to rebuke the 
cupidity of politicians, high and low. 
They are here to show their contempt 
for the cowardly attacks of a venal 
press.

Bradley Says He Cannot Stop the 
Clay County Feuds. 


OUTLAWS ARE BROUGHT TO JUSTICE 


Governor Is Sarcastic in Replying | 
ENTER FIELD EARLY AND PUT 


to Suggestions from Frankfort, 
Ky., Newspapers. 


Frankfort, Ky., August 2.—Governor 
Bradley today issued a long statement 
in defense of his course concerning the 
trouble in Clay county. He says: 

“A number of newspapers have been 
advising as to my duties regarding the 


Clay county matter and denouncing or. 


criticising me‘for failing to do what they 
advised. It is suggested by some; that 
martial law be declared; by others that 
I at once arrest and have the violators 
of the law tried and summarily punished. 
The trouble in Clay county, while bad 
enough, has been magnified by newspaper 
correspondents. 

“Burch Stores, Wils Howard, George 
Baker, Will White, John Baker, Frank 
Clark and Tom Baker, seven in number, 
have been killed in a period of some- 
thing more than a year. The slayers of 
all of these men have been indicted ex- 
cept those of John Baker, Frank Clark 

Tom Baker. James Howard, who 
illed George Baker, obtained a change 
f venue at Leurel, where he was con- 
victed, and subsequently the verdict set 
aside. Tom Baker, on change of venue, 
was convicted of killing White; the court 
of appeals reversed the judgment and he 
was subsequently bailed on order of the 
judge of the Lincoln superior court. 

“The slayers of Burch Stores and Wils 
Howard were indicted and obtained a 
change of venue to Knox county, where 
the cases are now pending, except that 
against Tom Baker, who was killed 
shortly after the order of change of 
venue was made. So that all these cases 
have been acted on except the three 
named and every step taken that can be 
had by law. 

“T know nothing concerning the killing 
of any of these men except Tom Baker. 
That was a most cowardly murder. The 
circuft court was then in session and 
about one hundred and twenty-five sol- 
diers present. No grand jury was im- 
paneled .and the soldiers, who were un- 
der the orders of the judge, were ordered 
to take the prisoners to Barbourville. So 
that, in this instance, their presence dg 
not affect anything, for which the gov- 
ernor is surely not responsible. The 
suggestion that I declare martial law is 
ridiculous. The constitution of Kentucky

President Rich Says He Will Apear 
Before Governor Candler 


AND ASK HIM FOR PROTECTION 


For Elders and Members of the Mor- 


mon Church—That the Consti- 
tution of the United States 
Guarantees Religious 


Liberty. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 2.—(Special) 
President Ben E. Rich, of the southern 
States missions of the Church of Christ, 
Latter Day Saints, will go to Atlanta at 
an early date to call on Governor Allen 
D. Candler ahd demand of_him protection 
for Mormon elders who are preaching in 
that etate. President Rich returned from 
Chicago tonight and after consulting with 
his co-workers here decided on this 
course. Mr. Rich ts highly indignant at 
the manner in which elders have been 
treated in Georgia, and he is going to 
leave nothing undone to secure for them 
the protection that $s due every citizen. 
Mr. Rich will present letters to Governor 
Candler from the govérnors of Idaho and 
Utah testifying to President Rich’s char- 
acter and high standing. 

President Rich today offered a reward 
of $300 for the apprehension and arrest 
of any member or members of the Geor- 
gia mob that assaulted the Mormon el- 
ders. In an interview with President 
Rich he said: 

“I propose myself to bring this matter 
to the attention of the governor of Geor- 
gia and ask from him the same protec- 
tion for our elders that a citizen of 
Georgia would want in the far western 
states. We are living here under the con- 
stitution of the United States, which

Fort Valley Citizens Held a Mass 
Meeting. 


Fort Valley, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)— 
A very largely attended mass meeting of 
the citizens of Fort Valley and vicinity 
was held in the Masonic building to re- 
ceive and take action upon the report of 
the special committee appointed to visit 
the manufacturing cities of the east for 
the purpose of studying the cotton factory 
business and to secure. if possible, the 
location of a mill here. 

The committee brought with it a prop- 
osition from the Springvale Cotton Mill 
Company, of Springvale, Me., to remove 
their entire plant here, provided a stock 
company witha capital of $100,000 could 
be formed, the Springvale people agreeing 
to subscribe $40,000 of this amount, the 
balance of $0,000 to be raised here. This 
mill makes a superior grade of goods that 
is much sought after by the northern job- 
bers, and a contract can be made with a 
New York firm for its entire output for 
the next five years. 

W. H. Harris. chairman of the commit- 
tee, has given the matter much thought 
and study, and the result of his research 
in reference to the profits of a factory 
shows that it will cost a fraction over 17 
cents to purchase and work up a pound 
of cotton which will, in its manufactured 
state, readily bring 22 cents, or a net 
profit of about # per cent. On account of 
the mildness of the winters here and other 
matters more favorable and less expen- 
sive environments of this section, when 
compared with those of Maine, it is 
learned will lessen the cost of operating 
the mill some $15,000 a year, is one of the 
reasons why the Springvale parties de- 
sire to change their location. 

There is no doubt but what the mill is 
assrued, for if the required amount is not 
raised here, foreign capital can be se- 
cured; however, $25,000 has already been 
subscribed by the citizens, and it is 
thought the ‘balance can bejraised in a 
few days.

NEWS AND GOSSIP IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF THE GULF 


The officers of the Twenty-ninth reg- 
iment at Fort McPherson will be required 
to stand an examination as to their fit- 
ness for duty in theAservice of the war 
department. An order was issued yes- 
terday to this effect by General Frank, 
but it did not mention the officers who 
would have to stand this examination. 

The order reads as folilows: 

Pursuant to instructions from the war 
department General Frank, commanding 
the department of the gulf, today ap- 
Pointed a board, which will assemble at 
Fort McPherson Friday morning at I! 
o'clock, or as soon thereafter as prac- 
ticable, to examine all the officers who 
may be ordered before it. 

The officers named by General Frank to 
serve on the board are as follows: 

Major John H. Caleb, First artilliery; 
Major Evan M. Johnson, Jr., Twenty- 
ninth volunteer infantry; Major Charles 
L. G. Anderson, surgeon United States 
volunteer infantry; Captain Harry M. 
Hallock, surgeon United States army, and 
Captain Owen T. Kenan, Twenty-ninth 
volunteer infantry. 

Captain Cleveland Wilcoxon, the well 
known Atlantian, of the Twenty-ninth, 
was appointed recorder of the board. 


On account of the yellow fever that

refuse. An ample supply of lime should 
be kept on hand for the disinfection of 
| sinks and grounds inthe vicinity of 
cook houses,and should be regularly and 
properly applied. Ample bathing facil- 
ities should be provided and special at- 
tention given to the cleanliness of men 
| both as to their persons and their cloth- 


ing.”

Professor Francis Will Assume Du- 
ties at Textile School. 


M. Henry, of Rome, regis-

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Interesting Sketch of His Career. 
Has Been Instructor of Chem- 
istry at Brown. 


Professor Charles K. Francis, who was 
recently elected assistant professor of 
chemistry, and superintendent of the dye- 
ing department of the A. French textile 
school, will arrive in the city and assume 
his new duties about September 15th. 

Professor Francis was, up to the time of 
his election by the trustees of the Tech- 
nological school, a member of the facul- 
ty of Brown university. 

The following is a sketch of his life: 

(Charles Kenworthy Francis was born 
at Chester, Pa., in 1875. The original an- 
cestors of his family settled in this coun- 
try near Richmond, Va. His father, when 
but a boy, assisted in mounting some of 
the famous guns used to fortify Richmond 


during the civil war. 3 
About the close of the war the family 
removed from Richmond to the north and 


settled there. 

Mr. Francis received most of his educa- 
tion in and around New York. In 189 his 
father returhed to Richmond to assist In 
the work of building the engines of the 
mow famous United States steamsh® 
Texas. During the residence of his par- 
ents in the VUld Dominion, Mr. Francis 
attended a course at Richmond college. 
Soon after leaving. this institution he en- 
tered upon a course of study in the well- 
equipped laboratory of the celebrated 
chemist, Dr. Henry Froehling. He obtain- 
ej a splendid foundation for his future 
work in chemistry while studying under 
this géntleman, who has done much to- 
ward: developing the resources of ~the 
south and who is well Known 48 an au- 
thority, After over a year's study in this 
laboratory, Mr. Francis returned north 
with his parents, but soon returned to ac- 
cept a position with Dr. Froehling, which 
he held until he resigned to enter Brown 
university. 

While at Brown he gave special atten- 
tion to the study of analytical and organ- 
ic chemistry, and to the dyeing of tex- 
tile fabrics. In this department he be- 
came an assistant to the well-known 
scienist, Professor John H. Appleton, 
who is famous as a professor of chemistry 
and whose textbooks are so familiar to

|Papers Read Yesterday. 


The regular papers at the morning 
Bession were by Professor P. H. Rolfs, 
of Lake City, Fla., and Mr. M. H. Hop- 
Kins, of Louisville, Ga, Professor Rolfs 
addressed the society upon ‘Plant Breed- 
ing.” a large subject \and one which 
brought out an interesting general discus- 
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sion. Mr. Hopkins spoke on ‘‘The Future 
of the Native persimmon,” showing the 
possibilities of perfecting the persimmon 
so that it will eventually be classed as a 
table fruit or for drying purposes. 

At the afternoon session Professor 
Hugh Starnes, of the University of Geor- 
gia, discussed “‘Street Shading’ as a neg- 
lected municipal duty. He advocated a 
general movement toward systematic 
shading of streets, pointed out the best 
kinds of trees for shade purposes, and 
showed the value to a municipality of 
Systematic shading. This paper also 
brought an interesting general discussion. 

“Farm Fruit Growing’’ was the suwb- 
ject of a highly practical paper by Mr. R. 
P. Johnson, of Smithville. Mr. Johnson is 
one of the stand-bys of the association. 
His paper consisted principally in the 
advocacy of fruit growing by the farmers. 
He thought it the duty of the society to 
enoourage every farmer to grow fruit, 
not only from a money standpoint, but 
for the sake of his family. In the discus- 
sion which followed this, Mr. Weakley, 
of Americus, pointed to the necessity of 
canning the surplus fruit and showed 
how this can be done with profit even on 
a small scale.

THOMASTON MURDER TRIAL 


TESTIMONY DAMAGING TO JAS. 
MOORE, 


Who Is Charged with the Murder of 
Math McCord—Great Interest 
: in the Trial. . 


Thomaston, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)— 
The case of the etate against James 
Moore, charged with the murder of Math 
McCard, was resumed this morning at 8 
o'clock. Jesse Yarbrough, a typical 
mountain lad about fifteen years of age, 
Was the first witness introduced for the 
State. He testified he had seen Math Mce- 
Card late in the evening of the fatal day 
of the killing at the house of Simon 
oi the father of the defendant on 
trial. 

Simon Moore’s house ig not very far 
distant from the residence of Mrs. Ken- 
drick. He did not see McCard any ,more 


until: he saw his corpse early the next 


morning lying behind Simon Moore's gar- 
den. He examined the body and founda 
large gunshot wound in his side just 
under the right arm and close to the arm 
pit. There were several other marks of 
violence on hig person. He further testi- 
fied that about three weeks prior to this 
tlm he had heard James Moore say that 
he would kill Math MecCard if he got the 
chance. 

Tom Smith, in behalf of the state, testi- 
fled he was living with James Moore and 
working for him when the killing took 
place. He saw Math MecCard at Simon 
Moore's house late upon the evening in 
question as he was passing this place on 
hig way to his employer's residence. At 
that time McCard was in the house and 
accompanied by Simon Moore and wife, 
Mrs, Kendrick and daughter, also Lee 
Stewart was standing in the road op- 
posite old man Simon's house. When he 
reached home it was dark. He went into 
his room, pulled off his coat, and as he 
missed Charley, who slept with him, he 
walked out to the front porch and dis- 
covered James Moore standing out there. 
He asked James Moore where Charley 
Was and Moore told him Charley had 
gone up to his father’s house and asked 
witness if he had not met him on the 
road. Witness replied he had not and 
then Moore said Charley might have gone 
through the fields. Moore then requested 
witness to accompany him to his father’s 
house, saying at the same time that he 
had heard there was a drunken crowd up 
there and he wished to bring Charley 
away. 

Witness did so and when they came to 
Simon Moore’s garden James Moore call- 
ed Charley and he anawered, telling him 
he (Charley) was in the garden accom- 
panied by Mrs. Kendrick and her daugh- 
ter. Witness stated that at that time 
there was no light in Simon Moore's house 
and it appeared that they were asleep. 
Sis Kendrick then called from the garden 
and told witness Math McCard was at 
her house somewhat intoxicated and that 
she wanted witness to go to her house 
with her and make him jeave. He con- 
sented and accompanied her and her 
daughter to her residence, which was 
about seventy yards distant from the 
garden. Upon arriving at the house they 
found Math McCard lying in the doorway 
and apparently somewhat intoxicated, It 
was at this time that Tom Smith first saw 
Charley Moore, who then came up from 
the rear bearing in his hand a double- 
darreled breach-loading shotgun. Mrs. 
Kendrick then requested McCard to leave, 
but he refused to do so and after a few 
minutes’ conversation all except Smith 
and McCard jeft and went in the direc- 
tion of the garden. Tom Smith, per- 
ceiving he was left alone with MecCard 
and observing McCard to ‘be somewhat 
intoxicated, concluded to return home 
and so started in that direction. McCard, 
it seems, also decided to depart and 
watked with witness down the road. 
When they reached a point in the road 
just opposite the garden Mrs. Kendrick 
approached them and applying to Mc- 
Card a vile epithet, told him to leave. 
McCard, in a statement interpolated with 
profanity, told her he would go when it 
pleased him and not before. This remark 
together with the epithets used induced 
witness to believe that trouble was brew- 
ing and becoming alarmed he ran away, 
but had not run more than fifty yards 
before he heard a woman's voice exclaim- 
ing: ‘““He has_ killed me! Shoot him, 
Charley.” Immediately thereafter he 
heard the report of a gun. Witness fur- 
ther stated that he had not run more 
than twenty feet farther ‘before he heard 
a voice: which, in his opinion, was James 
Moore's voice, say: “Shoot him again?’ 
and immediately thereafter heard a seéc- 
ond report of the gun. 

Several ‘witnesses testified concerning 
numerous threats James Moore had, at 
different times, uttered against the life 
of the deceased. 

Public interest in the trial continues 
unabated and the crowd in attendance is 
as large as at first, although recent rains 
have made the roads muddy and travel- 
ing somewhat difficult.

John Holloway a 
Tom Smith were caught near their horhe 
and released on bond. Joe Holloway fled 
to Mississippi, where he was recently lo- 
cated by Sheriff Campbell, of Jasper, 
who went for him and brought him to 
the Jasper county jail.

He was complete- 
ly exhausted, and she was gasping in the 
agony of suffocation. Had there been 
expert assistance at hand she could have 
been resuscitated, but there was none, 
and she soon ceased to breath. 

Mrs. Walton never got out, and It was 
two hours before her body was recovered 
in water fifteen feet deep. The drowning 
occurred in a few hundred feet of where 
Mr. Henry Lamar and Migs Louise Con- 
nally were drowned s@veral years ago.

Senoia, Ga., August 2—(Special.)—Late 
yesterday ‘afternoon the wife of James 
Cook, living two miles below town, while 
all alone, and standing at her bedroom 
window eating watermelon, was suddenly 
seized from behind by a burly, black ne- 
gro who put his hand over her mouth, 
cursed her, threw her on the floor and 
told her if she screamed he would cut her 
throat. Just at that moment a buggy was 
heard to cross a bridge near by, and com- 
ing at a rapid rate of speed. This fright- 


ened the negro, who fled precipitately out.

A messenger was dispatched to Senoia, 
and in less than an haur fully fifty de- 
termined men were hot pn the trail. The 
negro ran for four miles, and went to the 
home of one Jut Hays, a quiet, peaceable 
negro, with more tham ordinary intelll- 
The fleeing 
criminal told Hays fhat he had been ac- 
cused of stealing wheat and the men were 
after him with guns, and he wanted Hays 
to go back up to the s¢ene of the crime 
When 
Hays went near the Cook home he found 
out the true story, and to his credit and 
honor be it said, instead of shielding the 
negro, he promptly told just where he 
was, ‘and what he hail instructed him 
to do. 

The criminal, John Mullins, also wanted 
Hays to communicate with two other ne- 
gro boys and have them meet him that 
night, in order to fix wp an alibi.. It is 
thought these two boys know something 
of the crime, and they may come in fora 
share of punishment. 

After Hays, who had been,sent by Mul- 
lins to find out what he could, Knew all, 
he volunteered to conduct some of the 
hunting party to his house, where the 
negro Mullins was in walting. 

Just before Hays and the men reached 
home, another party of men ‘on the hunt 
had tracked Mullins to Hays’s house, and 
Mullins seeing them approach, fled to 
Whiteoak swamp, with the pursuers hot 
after him. , 

Onee in the swamp the negro was com- 
paratively safe. He was seen just at 
night five or six miles further down the 
swamp.

After being 
identified the negro was hastily carried to 
Senola, where a short wait was made for 
the train coming to Newnan.

STREETS IN ATHENS 


It Is Progressing Yory Rapidly During 
Good Weather. 
CITY. DOES ITS OWN WORK 


Quarry Belongs to City, Algst the 
- Steam Roller. > 


COUNCIL TO DISCUSS SIME QUESTION 


Eastern Time Is Preferred by Most 
of the Citizens—Peculiar Move- 
ments of a Horse. : 


Athens, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)—The 
work of paving the streets of Athens 1!s 
going on very rapidly. The city now has 
two ‘blocks of vitrified brick pavement, 
three blocks of macadam and four blocks 
of Belgian block completed. A _ large 
force of hands is kept constantly at work 
at the rock erusher and on the streets, 
and by the winter season it is expected 
that the greater part of the business por- 
tion of the city -will have been paved. 
The sum of $160,000 will be spent in this 
work, and with that sum all the business 
streets can be paved and three highways 
out of the city can also be paved. 

The city is doing its own paving work, 
and is getting a fine quality of paving. 
The city owns its own rock quarry and 
crusher, and has just purchased a fine 
steam roller. The Belgian block pave- 
ment is being laid at $1.15 per square yard, 
and the very best macadam at 66 cents 
per square yard. This work is being done 
under the supervision of City E 


J. W. Barrett and the street mittee 
of the city council. | 
Athens May Have New Line. 


The question of changing the standard 
time of Athens,- which has been agitated 
by The Banner for several months, is 
new assuming definite shape. A petition 
spread by 100 of the ‘best business men of 
the city has been sent to the city council 
asking for the adoption of. one of the 
standard times as Athens’ time. Eastern 
or 75th meridian time is preferred. This 
matter will be discussed by council and it 
is believed the change will be made. At 
present Athens time is just between the 
75th and 98th meridian standards, and oc- 
casions a great deal of inconvenience.

NO DEMAND ON BONDSMEN 


HAS BEEN MADE IN THE CASE 
OF BENEDICT. 


Exchange Bank Denies That Any 
Such Action Has Been Taken. 
The Missing Bonds, 


Athens, Ga, August 2.—(Special.)—The 
exchange bank, of Athens, denies that 
it has made any demand on the bondsmen 
of Mr. John A.) Benedict, cashier, for 
the amount of the alleged shortage at 
the bank. : 
~The facts in the matter are these: Bene- 
dict had two bonds, one for $10,000 in the 


and the other for $15,000 in the Fidelity 
Company, of New York. 

Wihen Benedict first disapeared these 
bonds were looked for, but the officers of 
the bank have never been able to find 
them. They were kept in the safe, but 
what has became of them is not known. 

A few days since, during the course of 
the expert examination the checks given 
in payment for the bonds were found. 
The two companies were then notified 
that Mr. Benedict had disappeared and 
that there was an apparent discrepancy 
in the books as appeared recently im the 
regular statement of the bank. 

The companies replied, asking the bank 
.to make up the correcg statement when 
the expert examination was finished, and 
to keep them posted. No demand has been 
made on the bonds, for the expert exam- 
ination hag not been completed. It will 
be two or three weeks yet before this 
work will be completed. The bank will 
then give out a statement no doubt, but 
until then nothing is being said.

THE AFFAIR IS A MYSTERY 


LT 


Wound Is Exceeding Dangerous and 
May Cause Besth, 


POLICE FAIL 10 FIND SLIGHTEST CLEW 


He Tells the Story of the Crime to a 
Reporter at the Hospital—Bullet 
Lodged in Side of Head. 
What the Officers 
Believe. 


As he was walking into ‘his home, 
$8 Stonewall street, last night about 9:45 
o'clock, W. H. Alexander was shot in the 
back by an ‘unknown assassin, and he 
now lies at the Grady hospital with a 
bullet hole in his body that may cause 
his death. 

The affiair is shrouded in a mystery 
that the police despair of ever solving. 

Patrolman Cooke, on whose beat the 
shooting took place, made a quick inves- 
tigation as soon as the attempted as- 
sassination was reported to him, but be- 
yond the fact that Alexander had been 
deliberately waylaid and shot down at 
bis doorsteps by assassins or an assas-

He recovered after reaching the hospl!.- 
tal sufficiently to talk to those) about 
him, and told the story of the attempted 
assassination to a representative of The 
Constitution as he lay upon the operating 
table. 

Tells the Story of the Shooting. 

He said he had started into his yard 
suspecting no danger. There was &@ 
bright street light immediately opposite 
his home and he could see plainly for 
some distance around him. 

“IT remember that the street was de- 
serted in the neighborhood,” he stated, 
“and I saw no one anywhere near my 
gate. I had just. placed one foot “upon 
the lower step of the front steps when I 
heard a pistol shot right behind me. A 
second shot followed, the two being 80 


close together that I could hardly tells 


one from the other. I felt a stinging 
sensation between the shoulder blades 
and then terrible pain on the side of my 
face. I partially whirled as the shots 
were fired and I believe I saw the man 
running up the alley at the side of the 
house. I could not tel] whether it was 
the first or second shot that hit me, the 
two being so close together. I had been 
in the city and did not dream of bBeing 
attacked in such a foul manner by any 
one.”’ 

Alexander stated that he had no ene- 
mies in the world that he knew of who 
would seek to murder him for the purpose 


of revenge. 
The Nature of the Wound. 

The hospital physicians found that the 
bullet had entered the back exactly mid- 
Way between the shoulder blades and 
high up. It ranged upward and toward 
the right, passing under the ear, where 
1t lodged. It was thought to be best to 
only dress the wound for: the night and 
this morning probe for the bullet. 

Alexander was suffering considerable 
pain from the side of the face. 

The wound is exceedingly dangerous, 
but as he is a strong and robust man, he 
May pull through. 

The fact that the bullet ranged upward 
Would indicate that the person who fired 
the ghot was in a crouching position, 
Probably lying or squatting upon the 
ground. : 

Where the Assassin Was. 

Just where the assissin was when he 
fired the shots cannot be told. Alexander 
States that he saw no person in sight 
When he entered gis gate. It is possible 
that the assassin was hiding in the front 
yard or had been secreted in the alley. 
When he saw Alexander with his back 
turned he may have run around from the 
ailey and shot from bfhind the front 
fence and then immediatély ran back into 
the alley,

Several cars had soldiers on top of them, 
who climbed up there just to havea jolly 
time, and probably to also escape paying

Officers Wells and Dorsey were detailed 
to board the outgoing cars on which truo- 
ble was expected and to watch the drunk- 
en soldiers as far as the ltmits of the city.

PATCH UP THE SHED 
1S THOMAS'S PLAN 


He Will Spond $15,000 and Take Care 
ef Three Roads. 


OTHER THREE CAN WITHDRAW 


Western and Atlantic, Georgia and 
Seaboard Propose To Stay. 


WILL RAISE THE FLOOR TWO FEET 


Southern, Cenfral and Atlanta and 
West Point Will Be Invitei To 
Build a New Station. 


The Western and Atlantie proposes to 
cut loose from all the roads except the 
Georgia and the Seaboard in the new 
passenger station matter. 

It is understood that the present pur- 
pose of Major J. W. Thomas is to raise 
the floor of the old shed and remodel the 
waiting rooms go that there will be suffi- 
cient room for the State road, the Geor- 
gia and the Seaboard. 

Then he will tell the dther roads to look 
elsewhere for their accommodations. 

According to plans made two years ago 
the shed can be remodeléea@ and patched up 
for $15.0. This would provide an as- 
phalt or cement floor raised two feet 
adove the present level. That elevation 
would keep out the water under ordinary 
circumstances. 

There is no question that ff the Central, 
the Southern and the Atlanta and West 
Point leave the old station there would be 
plenty of room forthe other three roads. 

But will the Central, Southern and West 
Point voluntarily quit the old shed? 

They do not want to depart and spend 
from $50,000 to $100,000 apiece on a new 
station, while the other three roads re- 
main fh the old one and patch it up ata 
total cost of only $15,000. 

The Southern and the Central would 
like all the roads to pull out of the shed 
and build a handsome new station some- 
where else. They have two objections to 
the present site: 

1. They do not own the ground, 

2. The space is limited. 

There is opposition {!n some quarters 
to extending the lease on the ground be- 
tween ‘Whitehall and Loyd beyond the 
term of the present leage. All the roads 
are opposed to spending a large sum on 
a muilding which might be claimed by the 
state in twenty-one years. 

No one can tell what the Central, West 
Point and the Southern will say to the 
Western and Atlantic’s plan. They may 
insist on sharing the expense of remodel- 
ing the shed and staying in. Both the 
Central and the Atlanta and West Point 
Claim to own an interest in the shed, but 
not in the ground on which it is built.. 
That belongs to the estate of Georgia in 
fee simple and would not revert to the 
Mitchell heirs if abandoned by the state 
for depot purposes. Under an agreement 
made with the heirs some years ago they 
surrendered all claim to an interest in 
the ground. 

The lessee of the Western and Atlantic 
cannot afford to abandon the old shed be- 
cause the company is paying a large 
rental for the terminal. If the other 
roads go out, the lessee. company, the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis will 
Tose $30,000 rental, which the Southern 
pays every year for the privilege of en- 
tering the shed and doing business there. 
As an offset; though, the Western and 
Atlantic figures that it should gain a 
large sum in tickets sold on the idea that 
many passengers would go to the nearest 
station. 

On the other hand it {ts probable that 
many passengers would go to a handsome 
new station, if not far away, rather than 
to the old one. 

The fact ia,the Western and Atlantic 
has hesitated to turn the Southern out 
and the Southern has been shy about go- 
ing out. 

If elther the Central, the West Point 
or the Georgia should leave the old shed 
in the building 
Not so, how- 
ever, if they were forced out by the rail- 
road commiseion. 

The courts may have to de¢ide whether 
either of those three roads can be forced 
out. Several years ago the Lewellen-

ported that when the present shed was 
built the cost was apportioned as fo)- 
lows: 

The Western and Atlantic 3-10.

ABOUT RELIIO 


Thomas 4, Gloer and W, A, Fonda 
in Lunatic Cells, 


GLOER'S STRANGE CASE 


He Was Taken In Custody and Locked 
Up Yesterday Morning 


BOTH MEN PREACH ON THE STREETS 


Gloer Tells a Strange Story, About 
His Early Life and Marriage. 
Admits He Is Crazed—Both 
Men To Go to the 
Asylum. 


Two men are now confined in lunatic 
cells at the police barracks who have lost 
their minds on the subject of religion. 

The first arrested was W. H» Fonda, 
whose incarceration was published in yes- 
terday'’s Constitution. 

The second taken in custody was Thom- 
as A. Gloer, who was locked up at the 
police barracks yesterday morning. 

Gleer’s case is a most remarkable one, 
and while admitting himself that he Is 
crazy, he tells a strange story when he 
gives the reason why his mind became 
unbalanced. 

Fonda was locked up Tuesday after- 
noon. He ifs a candy manufacturer and 
preached on the streets, displaying queer 
drawings with which he illustrated his 
sermons. He is still in custody and will 
vrobably be taken before the ordinary on 
a writ of hunacy. 

Gloer was arrested by Policeman Gloer, 
who is the prisoner’s cousin. He is a man 
about forty years of age and has been em- 
ployed by the ality sanitary department 
as a sewer flusher. 

At times he appears to be perfectly ra- 
tional, but often loses bis mind, when he 
is wholly irresponsible and the police fear 
he may either do himself or some one else 
bodily harm. He admits himself that he 
might hurt or kill somebody ~nd states 
that he is glad he has been locked up. 

To a reporter of The Constitution Gloer 
made a statement last night. He started 
off by saying that he was crazy at times 
and stated that he was happy to be sane 
at the time he was talking to a reporter. 

Tells of His Childhood. 

‘“‘My mind became affected when I was 
a child,’’ he said. ‘“‘My mother and father 
intended to consecrate me to God and to 
make be a preacher. I was taught the 
Bible every day, and whenever a preacher 
came to our house my mother made him 
lay his hands on my head to consecrate 
me. Every morning I was made to wash 
out my mouth and to promise not to use 
tobacco, talk vile language or tell lies. 
was a man employed in my 


treating me in the most cruel manner and 
my mother and father knew nothing of it. 
‘That man was Bill Tate, and he told me 
not to mind my parents. He would throw 


mouth. He held me up by the ears to 
force me to use bad words. One day he 
held me down and beat me on the fore- 
head with his fist until my memory was 
gone, and then my father and mother 
beat me with straps because I couldn't 
say the Bible verses. I was afraid to tell 
on Tate for he was a desperate man and 
said he would kill me it I informed on 
him.”’ 
Talks of His Married Life. » 

Gloer sald he and his wife had sepa- 
rated. 

“I married a Miss Moss,” he said, “‘in 
1881, and she got a divorce from me a 
short while ago on the ground of cruel 
treatment, but I never mistreated her 
when I was in my right senses. I loved 
her and gave her al! I had and let her 
take our five children. Last Sunday I 
saw her in church and that tore me all 
to "pleces. I am giad now they have 
locked me up, for I believe I might have 
hurt some of her kinfolks when one of my 
spells came on. Three years ago my 
brother-in-law, who married my wife's 
sister, shot at me three times in my own 
house. They said I was mistreating my 
wife, but I never did that when I was 
right.’’ 4 

Gloer wanted to read his Bible to the 
reporter, and when he was left in his cell 
he began to sing a hymn at the top of his 
voice. He claims to be an evangelist or- 
dained from his birth by God. He hag 
preached on the streets in Atlanta. 


Believe He Needs Treatment. 


The unfortunate man’s relatives believe 
the best thing they can do for him is to 
have him sent to an asylum for treat- 
ment. 

He is a son of James R. Gloer, who, 
during his lifetime owned a farm and 
ran a shoeshop at Mapleton, Ga. 

He seems to be a paranoiac, and believes 
everybody is hounding him down. In one 
breath he says his relatives are all 
against him, and then states that he 
loves them all and wants to be their 
friend. « 

His present spell of insanity appears to 
be due to a nervous condition and his 
mind is unbalanced on the subject of re- 
ligion.

Barracks—Believed To Be Thief 
Long Wanted by Police. 


The police were brought in contact in 


the boldest, most daring, cheeklest and 
his calling of stealing in the city. 

A negro actually had the audacity to 
walk into the police barracks, go up to 
the third floor where the shrewd and 
wily city detectives hold forth in al] thelr 
'prowéss, and boldly snatch up @ detec- 
'tive’s coat and dash away with it down 
the main stairway—through halls and 
doors, past officers and guards, into the 
thickly populated street and then away 
to the darkness and liberty. 

The daring and impertinent act of this 
thief really dazed the detectives and 
'sent a thrill through the marrow of the 


average policeman’s nerves. 

For a long time stealing has been go- 
‘ing on in and about the police barracks, 
money and articles of wearing apparel 
| being missing, and no clew to the thief 
| has ever been had. Now, it is believed 
that the bold negro rogue who raided the 
detective department of the barracks is 
the thief who has been doing the sneak 
thief act about the place in thp past. 

It was about 8 o’clock last night when 
George Greer, a six foot negro, well 
known to the police ag a bad character, 
and to the detectives as a very useful 
stool-pigeon at times, walked into the 
police barracks and went upstairs to the 
city detective department. Those who 
saw him naturally supposed that he had 
business with the detectives and nothing 
was said to him. 

The negro was asked by some of the 
detectives what he wanted when he made 
his appearance on the third floor, and he 
replied that he had come to see Detec- 
tive Harris. one of the officers whom he 
noticed was absent. 

Watching his opportunity, Greer slip- 
ped into the room and picked up a fine 
coat belonging to Detective Hewitt. 
Throwing the coat over his arm, he made 
a bolt for the stairway. 

He was seen and the cry of ‘‘stop 
thief.” was raised, While three or four 
detectives rushed after him. 

In making the turn at the bottom of 
the first flight of stairs, the negro got 
the stolen coat caught in the balustrade 
and it was jerked from his hand. 

As Greer ran down the stairway lead- 
ing to the street, the officers at the bar- 
racks started after him and there follow- 
ed a long and lively chase. 

Greer ran into a narrow alley opposite 
the police barracks with the officers close 
at his heels. He jumped a fence into a 
stable yard and escaped. 

The chase after the negro created much 
excitement on Decatur street and three 
or four hundred people, mostly negroes, 
flocked into the streets. 


Greer was discussed by the police at the 
barracks, and they all agreed that he 
was undoubtedly the most daring rogue 
on record in Atlanta.
